The atatevide r«,te for the Coamnity Colleges fell to 37^9spercent for 
the Fall 1983 texai '-'^ a drop of 4.9 percentage points -froa the pspY^oiui 
fall tera and the lowest rate during the tea'*yeer period for idiich the 
Coaalssioa haa coasted ratea. The previmia lima ware 41.4 for 1978 and 
41.3 for 1974. 

The actual loan in nmSmn of first- tiae frealawn was aboot 14,500 or 11 
percent fewer ihan ea»»lled in the Fsll 1982 tera. 

Fifty-el^t f^rcmmt of tlu Coannity -Colleges had a decrease of at Icwt

• Regionally accredited inde^ndent California colleges and universities , 
reported a larger nusdier and percentage of California high school graduates 
enrolled aa fresbpen in Fall 1983 than in the Fall^ 1982 tera, but aore 
coaplete reporting is in part responsible for the increase. The additional 
students represent a 0.2 increhae in the rate — froa 3^2 to 3.4.

ETHNIC DIFFERENCES IN RATES 



When ethnic data are coafeined for the three public segments <yf postsec* 
ondary education, the total parc^itage of ainority stud^ta in the ethnic 
distribution of first-tioe fres^^n was about the 8aii» for the Fall 1982 
and 1983 teros. However, the percentages of Asian and Filipii^o students 
increased, irtiil^e those of Black and Hispanic students decreased. For 
both Black men and liMKU, th6ir percentage^ were'loiwr than those obtained 
for the Fall 1979 texTS. 

The University of California enrolled larjjer niters and percentages of 
Black and Hispanic studenl^s in the Fall 1983 ters than a year earlier, as 
well as m>re Asians and Filipino women, with Hispanics making the largest 
gain, ' ✓ . 

In the St^ate Ihii^^rsity, Asian and Hispanic students of both sexes, as 

well as Filipino^ wMen and Black tou, all increased their representation

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BACKGROUND FOR THE ANALYSIS 



thin is the sevsnth in a seri«ii of annual reports on the flow of students 
froa high school to higher education in California, with information repro- 
duced .and updated froa previous reports (Coasission, 1978, 1979, 1981,' 
198^, 1982c, and 1983b). Although the firat report- was published in 1978, 
th^ f/rst year for which college-going rates are coi^uted is 1974. Separate 
reporta were prepared foi^ Coaaunity College stud^ts who transfetred in 1981 
1982, and 1983 (CoMissdon, 1982b, 1983a, and 1984). ^ 

A aajor purpose of these reports is to identify trends in college-gping: 
rates since^l97^ a»l to analyse changes iff rates experienced by the various 
segments of hifl^r e<faication and hy counties in light of stateifide trends « 
The reports also provide a basis for analirzing changes in the ethnicity of 
the first*-tim6 freslman class, cmqpared wi^ Chat of high school graduates. 

When the series, was initiated in 1978, another purpose' was ^find out 
whether changing rates reflected (1) a declining interest aaong students in 
baccalaureate education and (2) equality of access to all segf^nts for 
students tbrou^lottt t|ie State.

SCOPE OF THE JIEPORT 



College^going fates for the three public segments of, Calif^m/a higher 
education have been obtained annually slnde Fall 1974. Rates for regionally 
accredited indjepcu:ident colleges and universities have been obtained since 
1977. In each instance, rates have been cosiputed for each of the 51 of 
California's 58 counties with at least 150 high school graduates each year. 
Data on the ethnicity of 1983 high school graduates and first-tijoe freshmen 
in the public segments is also presented for each dounty.

The scope of the report is liMited by the^ absence of inform/tion about the 
flow of recent high school graduates into private postsecondary schools that 
do not grant degrees.

statewide, se^Mntal, and county college-goin^ rates are obtained by dividing 
the nuaber of first-tiae freshaen 19 years of age and under enrolling either 
full tiae or part tiae each £all by the total ni^er of the saae year's 
graduates -of day high schools,^ both public •a^d private.

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UNIVERSITY OF CALIFORNIA PARTICIPATION RATES 

Althou^ the t'ot«l> wsai^x .of California high school gjrado^tes decreased 
- bScti^een 1981-82 and 190^^83, the nua^r of first-tisM freshoen enrolled at 
the Uniyersity f roa California "high . ichools increased by 8 percent duz'ing 
that period. The rate for Fall 1983 'was 7.0, having risen f roa, 5.1 in the ' 
aid-1970s. Amg €he counties irith at least 1,000 high school' graduates, 
the largest increases in Unive rs 1 ty- g^ing rftes were found for Marin, San 
Francisco, Sacrammto, Santa Ctus, ta^rial, Orange, Contra Costa, Butte, 
Santa Barbara, Placer, and Santa Clara, -in descending ordet of tMt si«e of 
the' differences in their rates between the two years. Hsrin's'rate for- 1983 
is aore than twice, as large as the statewide .rate, an,d the rates for San 
* Francisco and Contra Cos'ta Counties are also far above the statewide rajte of 
7.0. On the other hand, the 1983 rates for Butte, Placer, Sacramento, and 
laperlal Cotmtles .site well below the statevid^ rate, 'even aftrer the recent 
increases. Five counties 'ate iu>table for tl^ir decreases in University 
rates between 1982 and 19^3 -* Tolo, with a rate well above the statewide 
rate; Huaboldt, Shasta, and Kern, all with ra^s . wel^ below the statewide 
7.0; and Napa, with a rate of 5.8 for ifall 1983.

Unijversity caiq^uses with the largest gains in first-Ttiae freslsaen are for 
tlw mst' part located in counties os regii^ns «^ch had the largest Increases 
in oi^^rs '6f fsashaen enirolling in the University in tfie* Fall 1983 teroi.. 
These ca^uses are Berkeley, driwing heavily froa Harln, San Francisco, 
Contra Costa, and Santa Clara Counties, as trail as Alai^da where it is 
loc'ated; IrVine ifi Orange County; and,^nta Cruz in Santa Cmz County. The 
relationship^betwiemi county of resldcmce and cai^us attended is less strong 
for the University than for the other public se^imsts; and thus rates for 
Sacraaento, Placer, and Itotte Coimtles ilncreased in spite of a' saallir 
auaber of freshaen enrolled at the Davis ca^us, ^lle freshman enrollaent 
at the Riverside caiq>us increased 13 percent at a tij^ f^n ther^ was vif 
tually no change in the Riverside County rate.

FiMTst-tisw freslu|an enrollflMmt rates at the University differ significantly 
for graduates of public and private high schools. Systeawide, in Fall 1983, 
9.6 percent of the California fresinen had graduated froB private schools 
and, 90.4 percent froa public high schools, but the piiblic school rate of 
earol^|aent in the University was 6.4 percent, c(»ipared to 12.1 percent for 
privatjr schools. Table 2 displays these two rates for eight counties with 
at least '800 private high school graduates in 1982-83, and Figure 2 presents 
these data in graphic f^ra. 

The reasons, for this difference in participation rates between private and 
public schools are unknown, except for the obvious reason of self-selection ' 
of the private school population^ Ethnic data are not available for private 
fiicfaool graduates snd inferences based on ainority graduates of these schools

Counties differ with respect to their percentage of first-tiro frAhmen who 
ar^ private high school graduates. Table ,2 and Figure 2 show^he saoe 
Univei^ity-partlcipation rate €mm public and private school^ /in Orange 
County, where tlw percentages of Black and Hip|^nic students* i^aduatinr from 
the public schools are astong the lowest of California 'a larfe^ counties. In 
contrast to Orange* County, Los Aisles County had pi'rticipatiotf rates of 
13.0 froa private schools 'but only 6.9 'percent from public schools. Los 
Angeles has the lar^st county-w^de nianfewtr and one of the largest percentages 
of Black and Hispanic students aaong its high school graduates, as well as a 
high participation rate froa private high schools.^ The interaction of the 
factors of sixe of ^jiority high school enrol LBents\ private school partici- 
pation rates, and University c^i^us characteristics is beyond the scope of 
this report, particularly because of the lack of ethnic idforaation on 
private school graduates ih^neral. 



SEX DIFFERENCES IN RATES 



Systewidet the sex difference in University participation rates of recent 
hi^' school graduates is 0.3 percentage points " 6.8 for Ben and 7.1 for 
wcmn, idio cMq^rise 51 percent of the State's public high school graduates. 
In Fall 1983, the perc^tage of first-tijw University fresfaMn who were mtn 
was 48 percent, compared to 52 percent voffien. Six years earlier, the 1977 
participation rates for wmn and w^Msn were 5.4 and 5,0, respectively, and 
only 49 percent of the freeing were wc«en in contrast to 51 percent amn. 
Thus, the University-going rate has iacreased for wcHoen ^during the past six 
years to a point where they have becc«e the majority a»>ng first-tiaie frestnen. 



The ratio of sen and w<^a ranged a«mg University calluses in Fall 1983 
froffl 53:47 for Berkeley alrost the reverse of the syst.esiwidie ratio of 
48:52 — to 43:57 for Santa Barbara. The proportio n s wre about equal at 



San Diego and Risers ide,^'while wmmui were the majority at Irvine, Los -Angeles, 
Davis, and Santa Cruz. These differences in ratio appear to reflect caapus 
differences in both location and prograoi ^phasis. 



Although a s»Jority of the f irst-tioie freshmen on the Berkeley campus are 
men. University participation rates for recent male high School graduates in 
six counties in the Bay Area are^lpwer than those found foft women (San 
Francisco being the exception); Iq Marin County, the^rates for men and 
women were 13.9 and 17.2, respectively — mil alK>ve the|^r^ statewide rate& 
of 6.8 and 7.1. San Francisco also had rates above the statewide average 
13.0 for men and' 10.9 for wmien.

For stfvcrfl relatively large counties in other parts of the State, the rate 
for men was equal Co or higher thal^^El^t fo^wmen* In Fi^sno County, for 
exao^le, the rate was a loir 2.6 for^both aen and noaen* niia finding may 
reflect a preference of Fresno County residents to enroll at the nearby 
State University and Coontnity College ^apuses, since there is no University

In Fall 1982, Tulare and la^ripl Counties had loif Univetsity^goiag rates 
and higher rates for sen than wc»en^ as veil as a large proportion of Hispanic 
students nong their recent graduates, h^t in Fall 1983 their rates for 
wrmmn veTO all higher ^^than those for aen.

^ Th& ethnic distributions of public high school graduates in 1979, 1981, and 

1983, and of first-tioe IMiversity f reslmen in "Fall 1979 though Fall 1983 
, are displaye'd in Table 3. Percentages of Asian and Filipino students amng 
first-time ficttham have increased steadily during these five years and 
jreaain larger than their i^rcentages tumng high school graduates, lAich also 
increased between 1979 and 1983. Percentages of Black and Hispanic youth 
among University freshaen i#ere also larger In 1983 than in 1979, but their 
change froa year to year during that period was not always an increase, and 
their percentages have reaained coilslstently sMller than tlu>se for Black 
and Hiapanic high school graduates . 

Finally, Figure 3 shows University-going rates for each of the six ethnic 
groups, co^mted by using 1983 data for public high school graduates froa 
the Cooniasion's eligibility study (1985a) and Fall 1983 data on University 
freslnen frcMS California public hi^ schools. Caution is needed in inter- 
preting these ratea, hoimver, because, of the semII ma^er of Aaetican Indian 
students include (only 95 Ihiiversity fresl^ui) .and possibly inc«qplete data 
fr<»! soae school districts. As Figure 3 shows, the rates were hii^st for 
Asian high school graduates — alrost 20 percei^t df ^Aam were firstt'tlm 
t&ivefsity freshaen in Fall mSv— »e lowe s t ratea we rd for Black ^ 
Hispanic graduates (4.0 and 3.0 percent, respectively). For non-Hispanic 
white students, the rate waa 7.4 percent, trtiich in less than the 15 percent 
obtained tor Filipino' high achool graduatea. 

The aost notable change be^ffeen 1982 and 1983 was the increase in the tSl^i^i 
of Hispanic students aaong the first-tirc frestoen, particularly aaong 
wosMu. For the first tiae, the aiaiber and percentage of Hispanic woaen 
aaong the Ihiiversity' s first-tiae fresbmen were larger than those of men. 
The increase in nuaAer and percentage of Black woaen amng the freshmn was 
also larger than that ^ for oen, with the aeat difference larger than that 
found for the Fall 1982 tera. At the saae tiae, Asian woaen registered a

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CAUFORNIA STATE UNIVERSITY PARTICIPATION RATES 



The State ^ Uoiverslty rate for first-tiae fresbaien fron California high 
schools droppei^ to 6.9 percent in 1983, after reaaining at 9.0 percent for 
the three-yeai: period ending in Fall 1982. Previoualy it, had increased 
steadily . since 197S, wlMn it vas 7.5. The State University's Fall 1983 
freslnaa enrollirient was about 700 stodoits less than^^o^Fall 1982, and was 
the saallest class of recemt California hi^ school graduates since 1977. 

In Fall 1983, various caa^es of the State IMiversit^ experienced gains aad 
losses that increased the already large disparity, in ^th^ size of their 
first-tiae fre^haan classes. Foor caipuaes Bakersfield, Huaboldt, Poaona, 
and San J6sh had f reshaan enrollisent decreases of more than 10 percent , 
while four others San Bernardino, San Dieg9, San Uiis Obispo, and.Sonc^ 
all had freshaan increases of at least 10 percent. The H^tthridge and 
Stanislaua ca^uses also had losses of slaost 10 percent in first^tlae 
freshasn enrolli»nts. Bakersfield reaained the cai^us with the saallest 
nuaber of fretfhaen ^o were recent high school graihistes only 160, or 22 
percent fewer than in 1981. San Diego replaced Sorthrldge as the caapus 
with tl^ largest nuadtor of freshaen froa Calif omji^ high schools ^ having 
■increased to 2,881, while Horthridge experienced a decrease to 2,674, 



St^te Ihiiversity participation rates also differ significantly for graduates 
of public and private schools, although the difference is aoaller than that 
at the University. In Fall 1983, the State University rat^s for private and 
public school graduates were 12.5 and 8.5 percent, "^respectively, coapared 
with University rates of 12.1 and 6.4. 

; ' 

Differences among the 19 State University calluses with 'respect to the 
percentage of their first-tiae freshsnn who graduated fr<m public and private 
^schools are displayed. in Table 4, together «rith the total nio^er of first- 
tiae freshiMn age 19 and under who graduated froa California schools. As 
can.be seen, the prc^ortion frma private schools ranges frrai 5.6 percent for 
the Bakersfield caa^us to. 22. 3 percent for'Saii Francisco. Private school 
representation at the five State University campuses in Los Angeles bounty 
also tends to be higher than that at caapus^s in other parts of the State 
outside the San Francisco Bay Area. Since State University students tend to 
enroll at the caaqtus nearest their home, these proportions are closely 
related to the public and private school participatlon*rates for the counties 
in which these caa^uses are located.

Systenwide, th« participation of female high school graduate's enrolling in 
the .State University .as first-tiae freshaen in Fall 1983 vaa 9.6 percent, 
cra^ared vith 8.1 percent fdr male graduates — a 1.5 percentage-'point 
difference, compared to a 0.8 percentage-point difference in Fall 1977 idien 
the rates were 8.4 percent for ifOMn and 7.6 for men, but little different 
than the $.9 and 8.3 percent/igea of Fall 1982. 
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In Fall 1983^ seven of tha 19 caopu^es varied by mote thaii^5 percentage 
points fr<» the 8irsteawidc\ ratio of 45 sen to 55 wmen aroog first-tlse^s^ 
f resign. On three fas^uaes, sMm c<^rised« at least 50 percent of the 
fresls^n — 5% ^rcent at Pooona, SO percent at San Jose^ and 50 percent at 
Hi^oldt. On three others/ .however » sen comprised Ijpss than 40 p^i^cent 
36 percent at Bakerafieldy 39 percent at Los Angeles ^ and 39 percent at*' 
Hayvard. Miile MtiH •lu!ifed toirard vosen, Bwre caopuaes ai»proached the 
45:55 statewide ratio in 1983 than in. 1982. " 



^THNIC DIFFERENCES IN RATES > 

Tabte 5 displays ethnic data by sex for the State University's first^tiise 
freshaen iin Fall 1982 and ^983 as well as cos^arable data for 1985 high 
* school graduates. Distribution for previoua years are not ehom since in 
/ those years, several ^CM^uaes with large enrolljwnts of ethnic ^^Lnority 
students did not record the ethnicity of large percentages of their students , 
and, in Fall 1981 , soae students on scHse casqpuses vere siiseoded as Aserican 
Indians because of confusion a^ut the sieaning of the tera Native American," 
vfaen appearing beside the tTeni **nxm^resident alien.*^ 

Asian students registered the largest percentage gains between the Fal|, 1982 
and 1983 tenra of any ethnic grtmp, althou^ the decrease in the total 
nu^>er of freshsMn ctopeled out/ any numerical gain. In other words, their 
gain vaa only relative to other ethnfc groups and represented little change 
in their ntudier of fi^shs^n enrolled. Gains in the ^rcentage distribution 
of freshsen i#ere,also\aade by Hispanic tou and women^ Black sen, and Filipino 
' woisen, while both the percentage and niaber of Black women vera smaller in 
1983 than in 1982.

^Lfomt 1(K), 0(H) recent high schoo}. graduAtes enrolled the California 
(kftMimity Colleges in Fall 1983, or 37.9^rcent of the 1982-83 graduates of 
Celifomla's public and private high schoola. This -percentage was the 
loweat in the ten»year period for vhich college-going rates have been coi^ted 
and the only Q»BRinity~ Colle^^ rate below 40 during that 'tistt* With thi; 
rate for the University increasing ,and the ^tate %i|iversity remaining ^lite 
stable between 1982 and 1983, the pro pytti<m' of all yming California dollege 
and university stodents enrolling in the CoasBinity Colleges dropped froa 70 
to 66 percent, or f roa 74 to 70 percent in the public segatents-aldne. 

The drop in firat-tiae freshnen idio were recent California high school^ 
graduates s»y be even greater than is* reflected in these rates, fiittc«, the 
Fall 1983 enrollaeat tapes froa the Cii—iiiitty Colleges wer^ the aost complete 
and accurate in the tcn'-year period studied. Publics tionr of this report ;ma 
delayed ^ia order to allow those districts irith a decrease o^ at leakt 10 
percent between their Fall 1982 and Fall 1983 first<»tiBe fresiuMn enrollflwnts 
to verify the results of the Cowil ssion analysis of their coaputer tapes. 
With only two exceptions, the districts with such losses confiraed thea. 
SkMie probleas in reporting r«»ain, but there can be little doubt that' the 
overall flow of receat hi^ school graduates to the Coamnity Colleges 
slowed significantly in 1983. ' 

9HANGES FROM FALL 1982

While the statewide loss in freslMwn enrollment between 1982 and 1983 was 
significant p 26 percent of the Coaemnity Colleges were able tO' draif the saaie 
percentage of recent jiigh school graduates in Fall 1983 and 1982, and 16 
percent actually increased their percentage. In all, 60 coUegea in 38 of 
the 70 districts experience losses of at least 10 percent i& first*tioe 
fresfa&en ^ile 16 colleges in 15 districts experienced gains and 27 colleges 
In 26 districts had littl« change between the Fall 1982 and 1983 term."^ 

Colleges within sulti-college districts differed widely in their enrollmmt 
changes* Exaoqples of districts with mixed experience inclode San Diego, 
where City and Hesa Colleges increased their f restmn enrollaeot but Mirmsar

Colu^ia^College gained while Hodesto Junior College had a loss of aore than 
10' percent. Other aulti-caipus districts with losses on all casyuses were 
Co/|8ti Contra Costa, GTrosniont (although the nearby San Diego district 
colleges had a net gain of about 700 first-tiae f resfaaen) , Kern; Maria* San 
Bei^aardino, State Center, Ventura, and l#^t Valley. Thus, while the overall 
statewide losa of young first-tisM freshaen in the Coaaunity Colleges was . 
very serious in the Fall 1983 tera, different districts and cpllieges within

statewide, 51.5 percent of Fall 1983 Coaaunity College freshaen were wo9en 
and 48.5 percent-jwere aen. Since 5d.8 percent of the public high achool 
graduates in 1982-83 were women, the finding that woi^ are the aajority sex 
in the Cosnunity Colleges is not surprising. Expressed another way, 38.1 
percent of California's 1982-S3 feaale high school graduates enrolled in a 
Coaaunity College in Fall 1983, cohered with 37.0 percent of the aales.

The ethnic distribution of CooRyinity College first-tiae freshaen age 19 and' 
under rese^les that of recent graduates of California public high schools 
Aucb aore closely than do those of the University and the State Qniverg^ty. 
Although college-going rates for the various ethnic groins enrolling in t^ 
CooBiunity Colleges cannot be coaputed because of aissing data, a cooparivon 
of the various distributions in Table 6 leads to the cpi^clusion that the 
decreased enrollittnt of Coaanmity College freshaen in the Fall 1983 tens had 
a « particularly adverse* affect on Black and Hispanic, c<»9ared with Asian, 
Filipino, and Hon-Hispanic white students . 

Gaina aade by Black and Sispanie students in the distribution of Coaaunity 
College first-tiae frestawn through the Fall 1982 tera appear to have been 
reversed in Fall 1983, in that their percentages were saaller for both aen 
and woaen than in 1982.

graduation in ^19^83 waa ealye percent, compared with 9 percrat of th^ 8lack 
woaen. Cosq^rable percentages for Black men and wmen fresl»en at the State 
Oniyersity are 11 and 15, rea^ctively. A sladlar analysis for A^ian fteaimetn 
shbwii; that the Conuulty Collegea enrolled 49 percent in the Fall l!t83 tens;

Significant diff«r«n€ei aaong California's 58 counties in' their college-going 
rates occurred beti»«i 1982 and' 1983 as a result of changes in. the University, 
and. Coaamniti^ College rates. Factors associated* with these differences 
include proximity to a university caa^, high ethnic olnorit^ pi^Iation, 
low per-capi^ Incone, high anea^loyaent, low eligibility for university 
adnissiea, and, of course,' low interest in baccalaureate education. In 
additimi, althmigh students are likely to att^ the nfl«r«st Qoiversity or 
8tat« Ihiiversity cas^ua, aoae cas^uaes- attract a snaller proportion of. local 
BtudeatA 'than others. . t\ , 



UNIVERSITY OF CALIFORNIA PARTICIPATION ^ 



The statewide participation rate for the Ihiiveraity in Fall 1983 was 7.0 
periCent, but county-wide rates for counties with over 1,000 high school 
graduates in 1982-83 iPElged frma 1.7 percent for Tulare and 2.0 for Shasta . 
to 15.4 for Harin. S^ Francisco Bay Area counties had rates «^ch were 
generally well aboye the statewide rate ija Fall 1983 — aoong then. Centra 
Costa with 11.7 percent, San Francisco with 11.9, and San Mateo with 8.9 — 
while Fresno, MeAed, Kem, San Luis Oblm^, and Shasta Counties all had- 
rates lwlfN# 3 . 0 percent . 

The fi^ counties with the largest nua^rs of high school graduates in 
1982-83 <Loa Angeles, Orange, San Diego, Santa Clara, and Alaawda, which 
together Accounted for 57 percent of all mduates in California) all had 
rates above th^e statewide average, «Aich s^gesta that size and diversity of 
the population are also relat^i to probability of enrollaent in the Qalver- 
sity. Rates for three other counties 1ft M.ch University caapuses are 
located were 8.8 for Santa Barbara, 5.1 for Riverside, and 8.0 for Santa 
Crvz. The latter two campuses enrolled the saallest niaiA>er of first-tl^ 
fresiaen froa California in Fall 1983 ammg, all eight general caapuaes, 
while Santa Barbara enrolled cme of the largeist. 



CALIFORNIA STATE UNIVERSITY PARTICIPATION 



County rates for the State Sbiversity ^n Fall 1983 ran^d around the atatewide 
rate of 8.9 percent fxpm a high of 13.2' for San Francisco and 13.6 for 
Fresno to lows of 3.8 for San Joaquin and 3.9 for Tulare. Other counties 
with high rates were Butte (11.7 percent)^ Kaeboldt (10.8) and San Luis 
Ofolapo (10.4) -'^ all of t^ch had low University participation rates in 1983 
and- where high achool graduates tend to enroll at local State University 
calluses. Sonosw ^County had a low rate of 5.2 percent, despite its cam|u 
of I the State University. Ite rate was scarcely higher than its Universfty 
rate of 4.7, altftough the nearest University caoqnia is in Alaawda Count^^.

Counties vith the highest rate of ^irollnent in i&^lepead«it institntioiis in 
Fall 1983 ««re San Francisco (4.7 percent), San Hatee (4.6), LoS Angeles 
(4.3), Santa CUra (4^2), Ibpa (4.1), aad San Joafoia (4.0) — the latter 
two attributable to the Urge enrollMat of local stndehta at neatby ^titu- 
tiona.
